W hen Chailis was nominated in the 
First ward and Stewart was selected 
for th e ticket In th e Second, there 
was a might? howl th a t the saloon 
men had captured th e Republican 
party, and all sorts of things were 
about to happen. 
Men almost wept 
when the? th ou g h t of the awful dis­ 
grace, and their lam entations could 
be heard on e?ery hand. 
They had 
fondly hoped th a t th e candidates who 
ran upon a platform in opposition to 
th e saloons would be ctiosen by the 
people, and they could not imagine 
wiial 
had 
things 
would 
happen 
if these 
men 
were 
elected. 
In 
due tim e 
tile election 
came. and 
Challis and Stew art were declared 
among the elect, b ut gave no intim a­ 
tion th a t they would demand an all 
night ordinance for th e liquor houses, 
coupled witli no restrictions for the 
Sabbath day. 
This was evidently a 
disappointm ent to some of Hie more 
powerful objectors to tile saloon men. 
b u t they held their peace arid began 
to wonder w hat was going to happen. 
T he 
first 
manifestation 
of 
th e 
position 
held 
bv 
th e 
new 
members was shown on Tuesday even­ 
ing when council was asked to con­ 
firm tile appointm ent of a policeman. 
T he failure of the fathers to place 
Wyman and Supplec on the force had 
caused no end of dissatisfaction in the 
city, and some men were anxiously 
aw aiting the next move in council. It 
was rumored on Tuesday thai 
Whan 
would get the place arid th a t he would 
have 
the 
full 
vote 
of 
council. 
Some 
of 
the 
other 
candidates 
were uneasy, although one of them 
was heard to say t fiat he did not be­ 
lieve Whan, who b u t a few weeks ago 
was behind a liar selling liquor, could 
g et th e approval of Kent. H orwelland 
Owen, three pronounced temperance 
men. 
T he edict having gone forth 
th a t Challis and Stew art would sup­ 
port the saloon man, no one thought 
of them failing to support Hie Hast 
End man. 
Rut they counted without 
knowledge. 
They did not know th a t 
even the avowed friends of temperance 
could tum ble and twist like any other 
political contortionists, and th a t it 
was possible fur them to be elected fin 
one platform and in a little over a 
year be fouud lighting on another side 
of th e question 
They were not con­ 
versant with the fact th a t even in 
council 
there are 
agreem ents and 
trades, 
and 
men 
occasionally 
do 
th a t which is not in accord with 
their avowed pc.llcy in order to gain 
some other point. 
When Hie name of 
Whan appeared as an applicant for a 
position on th e police force Hie other 
evening. Kent, H ornell and Owen 
voted to confirm W han when his name 
was called, aud S tew art aud Challis 
voted against him. 
T he position of 
the councilmen was reversed. 
The

Perhaps Members 
Kent. Horwell and Owen can explain 
their position to Hie satisfaction of 
the public.

Possibly the voters who placed 
them in office, and the people who 
have supported them since the? first 
occupied places In council, are labor­ 
ing under a delusion and a snare. 
Possibly these members have never 
been upon the aide of temperance, and 
the general public has been so far off 
th e actual condition as to make them 
laugh playful little laughs in their 
sleeve. 
Who knows but w hat the 
vote for Whan is the indication th a t 
the cliv has been hoaxed for one long, 
dreary year of councilm an^ error.

W a H HIN ATON, A pril 26.—T he text of 
thp opinion of C hief Jonties F u ller in 
th# ai ••Ollie ta* case, w hich wa* deliv ­ 
ered on th e Hth inst., haw been m ade 
public. 
T he opinion ii pr*o*<ied by an 
^ialHirate review of the history of the 
chm- 
The opinion proper ie introdni'ed 
witLi the statem en t th at “ th e c o n stitu ­ 
tion provides th a t representatives aud 
direct taxes shall be apportioned am ong 
the several Btu-en arcording to num ber*. 
aud that no d irect tax shall be laid ex­ 
cept according to the enum eratio n pro 
Tided; aud also th a t all duties, im posts 
and excises shall be uniform th ro u g h ­ 
out the U nited S tates.” 
• T hus.” says the chief justice, “ iu 
the m atter of taxation, the constitution 
recognizes the tw o great classes of d i­ 
rect and indirect taxes, and lays down 
two rules by w hich th eir im position 
must lie governed, nam ely: T he rule of 
apportionm ent as to d irect taxes and 
the rule of uniform ity a- to duties, im ­ 
posts and excises 
“There have been from tim e to tim e 
intimations th at there m ig h t be some 
tax w h ic h w as not a direct tax nor in- 
eluded under the w ords duties, u n io n s 
and excise-, hut such a tax for more 
than HSI years of natio n al existence has 
re m ain ed undiscovered, n o tw ith stan d 
mg that -tr e s s of p a rticu la r ct rewin- 
stanee- has invited a t different tim es 
investigation into sources of revenue. 
Bv tar. the g reater part of the opin 
ion is d e v o te d to t h e consideration of 
the q u e stio n w h eth er a tax on r e n t s is 
a direct tax w ithin the m e a n i n g of t h e 
constitution. 
The chief justice then takes up the 
condition of the country an d the cir 
cum -tance- th a t existed at tile tim e the 
uoiHtitution w as fram ed ami w hat was 
recognized as a direct tax at th at tim e. 
He then review s the decisions of the 
supreme court from that of th e H ilton 
carnage case dow n to and including tile 
Springer ease in 18(11.w hich w as largely 
relied upon bv the governm ent, counsel 
to sustain th eir contention in the in 
c<.me tax cases, aud in all these case s 
it is conceded that taxes on land arc 
direct taxes, aud in none of them is it 
determined th at faxes on re n ts or in ­ 
come d e r i v e d from laud are not taxes 
on land. 
Sum m ing up. the chief justice says 
among o th er things: 
‘ T he req u ire­ 
ment of the constitution is th at no d i­ 
rect lax shall he laid otherw ise than by 
apportionm ent—the prohibition is not 
against direct taxes OU land, from w hich 
the im plication is sought to be draw n 
that indirect taxes on land would be con­ 
stitutional, but ii is against all direct 
taxes 
and it is adm itted th a t a tax on 
o-alestate is a direct tax 
Unless, th ere­ 
for*-. a tux u}m»u ren ts or incom e issuing 
oui of lands is intrinsically so different 
from a tax on the land itself that it be­ 
longs to a w holly different class of 
taxes, such taxes m ust lie regarded as 
falling w ith in the sam e category as a 
tax ou realest ate eo nom ine. 
Hie nam e 
of the tax 
is unim portant. 
The real 
question is. is there any basis upon 
which to rest the contention th at real 
estate lickings to one of the tw o great 
classes of taxes, and the rent or income 
which is the incident of its ow nership 
belongs to flu* other. 
We are unable to 
perceive any ground for the alleged dis 
Unction. 
An annual tax upon the an 
Dual value or annual user of realestate 
appears to u> the sam e in substance a- 
■ n annual fax on realestate. 
which 
would be paid out of the rent or in ­ 
come 
T his law taxes the incom e re ­ 
ceived from land aud the grow th or pro­ 
duce of the land. 
Mr. Ju stice Paterson 
observed in H ilton's case ‘land. inde­ 
pendently of its product, is of no value ; 
and certainly had no thought th at d i­ 
rect taxes w ere confined to unproduc­ 
tive laud. 
If it be tru e th at by varying the 
form the substance m ay be changed, it 
is not easy to see th at an y th in g would 
remain of the lim itatio n s of the consti­ 
tution. or of tile rule of taxation and 
representation so carefully recognized 
and g uard ed in favor of the citizens of 
each state 
But the constitutional pro­ 
visions cannot be thus evaded. 
It is 
the substance and not the form which 
controls, as has indeed been established 
by repeated decisions of this court. 
It is not doubted th a t projiertv ow n­ 
ers ought- to contribute in ju st m eas­ 
ure to the expenses of the governm ent. 
A* to the states and th eir m unicipali­ 
ties, this is reached largely through the 
imposition of direot taxes 
As to the 
federal governm ent, it is attained in 
part through excises and indirect taxes 
up*rn luxuries and consum ption, g en er­ 
ally to w hich direct taxation m ay he 
added to the extent the rule of appor 
tionm ent allows. 
A nd through one 
mode or the other, the en tire w ealth of 
the country, real and personal, m ay lie 
made, as it should be, to contribute to 
the common defense and general w el­ 
fare. 
But th e acceptance o f the rule of 
apportionm ent was one of th e compro- 
tuives w hich mad* th e adoption of the 


constitution possum* atm scoured m r 
creation of th at dual form of govern­ 
m ent, so elastic and to strong, which 
has thus far survived in unabated vigor 
If, by calling a tax indirect when it i- 
•M entially direct, the rule of protection 
ronld be frittered aw av. one of the 
e 
ent landm arks defining the boundary 
tween th** nation and the states of 
which it i- composed, would have dis 
appeared ami w ith it one of the bul­ 
w arks of private rights and private 
property 
"W e are of the opinion that the law 
in question, so far a?* it levis* a tax on 
the rents i*r income of realestate. is in 
violation of tin* constitution, aud it in ­ 
valid " 
Com paratively brief space is devoted 
to the question of a tax on the income 
derived from m uiiuhpal bond* 
“ Tile 
co n stitu tio n ." says the opinion, "co n ­ 
tem plates the independent exercise by 
the nation and the state, severally, of 
our constitutional powers 
As the states 
cannot tax the powers, the operations. 
or the property of the U nited States, 
nor the m eans w hich they em ploy to 
'•arry th eir pow ers into ex ecu tio n eo a 
has been held ta a l the U nited States 
has no power under the constitution to 
tax either the m -trum entalitioa or the 
property of a stat* 
A m unicipal cor 
poratioti is the representative of the 
state and one of the instrum entalities 
of the state governm ent. 
It was long 
ago determ ined that the pro|s*rtv and 
revenue* of m unicipal corporations are 
are not subject* of federal taxation 
A fter reference to the decisions, the 
opinion proceeds, concluding as follows: 
"T he law under consideration provides 
th at nothing herein contained shall ap ­ 
ply to Staten, counties or m unicipalities. 
It is contended that a though the prop­ 
e rty or revenues of the states or t heir 
in strum entalities 
cannot 
be 
taxed, 
nevertheless the incom e derived from 
state, county aud m unicipal securities 
oho be faxed 
B ut we think the sam e 
w ant of pow er to tax the property or 
revenues of the stat** or th eir in stru ­ 
m entalities exists in relation Pi a tax on 
the incom e from their securities and 
for the sam e reason, and that reason is

M arshall in 
Reston vs C harlestow n w here he said 
•The rig h t to tax th e contract to any 
extent w hen m ade must *>|ierate on the 
pow er Pi borrow before ii is exercised, 
and have a sensible in flu "nos on the

Tile extent of th is pow er d e ­ 
pends on th e w ill of a distin ct govern­ 
m ent. To auy extent, how ever incon­ 
siderable, it is a burden on the opera­ 
tions of governm ent 
It may be carried 
to an extent w hich shall arrest them 
entirely. 
Th** tax on governm ent stock 
is thought by this court to lie a tax on 
the contract, a tax on the pow er to bo r­ 
row m oney on the credit- ut the I tnt***! 
States, and consequently to lie rep u g ­ 
n a n t to the con stitu tio n .’ 
" A pplying th is language to flies** 
m unicipal securities, it is obvious that 
taxation 
on 
the 
interest 
therefrom 
would operate on th** power to borrow 
before if is exercised and w ould have a 
sensible influence on th*1 contract, aud 
th at th** tax in question is a tax on the 
power of th e states and th eir instrnm en 
talities to borrow m oney, and conse­ 
quently repugnant to the constitution.
